the free ezeroiie of the rigbt of suffrage, 
or famishing any elector wishing to 
Tote, who can not raad, with a ticket, 
informing or giving such elector to 
understand that it contains a name 
wiitteu or printed thersou 
different 


from the name written or printed there- 
on, or defrauds any elector at such elec- 
tion by deoeumj; any such elector to 
vote (or ft diffeient peison for any of&oa 
than he intendtii* or desired to rots for, 
or who, being Inspector, Judge or Clerk 
of any election, while acting a* such, 
luduars or attempts to induca any 
elector, either by saenaoo 01 rvirard, ui
